French Give 
Big Margin 
To DeGaulle 


Red Party Suffers 
Decline In Ballot, 
Premier Endorsed

PARIS (AP) - Premier De 


Gaulle, without having lifted a 
finger in the campaign, won an- 
olher strong endorsemenl from the 
French people in first-round vot- 
ing Sunday for the new National 
Assembly. 


With many candidates trying to 


ride De Gaulle's coattails, out- 
right foes of the Premier made 
the poorest showing 


A strong rightist swing was ac- 


companied by a Communist de- 
cline, "though the anti-Gaullist 
Communists were still the strong- 
est single party. Red chieftain 
Jacques Duclos faced a stiff fight 
in the runoff next Sunday. 


The De Gaulle tide swamped 


such non-Communist foes as form- 
er P r e m i e r s Pierre Mendes- 
France and Maurice Bourges- 
Maunoury Both lost their Assem- 
bly seats on the first ballot. 


It boomed to second rank— after 


the Commumsts-a brand new DA 
Gaullist party, the Union for the 
New Republic' (UNR) headed 
by Information Minister Jacques 
Soustelle. 


This was the clearcut trend 


though only 41 of the 465 dep 
uties from mainland France were 
elected by a majority vote over 
all opponents. The remainder will 
be chosen in runoffs next Sunday, 
•when a winner will need only a. 
plurality. 


With only 30,994,797 of the 28 


million eligible bothering to vote, 
the Interior Ministry gave this 
breakdown of the results

last May during the rightist re- 
bellion in Algeria.

miles of broad superroads, is 
heading inlo a growing mountain 
of financial 
difficulties. 


Right now-you can drive.on 


perhaps no more than 2,500 miles 
of .roadway .belonging lo . Ihis 
system, but better than 
four-

flee roads 'blanketed , into 'Ihe 
national network. 


The program was expected lo 


gel away slowly from Ihe July 1, 
1S56 starting date. The problem 
today is the rising pile of money 
obstacles thai could slall com- 
pletion of the program far be- 
yond the 1972 finish fine.

ROOTS OF the difficulty are

In adopting the 1956 highway 


act. Congress ended the practice 
of financing highway work out of 
general U. S, revenues. 
It set 


up a Highway Trust Fund lo be 
fed by money from gasoline, 
motor fuel, lire and lube and 
similar "user" taxes. 


At the same time il put In a 


couple of Iwislcrs. 
II specified 


lhal in any given year, before a 
nickel could be apportioned for 
Ihe dramatic interstate system, 
the regularly established pro- 
gram for primary, urban and 
secondary roads was to be paid 
for from the Iriisl' fund. 


Under (he Byrd amendment, If 


(he leftovers didn't cover all Ihe 
authorized outlays for the parti- 
cular year, apportionments would 
have lo bo cut back lo correspond 
fo available sums . Drawing on 
the general fund was barred. 


Since the regular highway pro- 


gram was authorized lo grow 
yearly toward a level one-billion- 
dollar annual figure, il became 
quickly apparent that the limit 
pul on Ihe interstate system was 
a built-in anchor drag. 


THUS, WITH nothing else in- 


volved, the 25 billion interstate 
syslem could wind up in M72 


'HIGHWAY people say these 


borrowings would produce a 1.5 
billion dollar dcficil by Janu- 
ary. 1962. 


If that money has to -be repaid 


from' the highway fund wilhoul 
delay; it's figured no money can 
be handed out for the interstate 
system at all in fiscal 1961 and 
only 600 million dollars in 19C2. 
The motorist will be left to won- 
der where his beautiful roads 
are. 


Still woe comes from Ihe fact 


that 1,000 miles of Ihe system are 
without any financing provisions 
whatever. 


When you grind all Ihe added 


authorization and cost factors up 


in an IBM machine, the federal 
price tag comes close lo 36 bil-- 
lion dollars. Without more mon- 
ey for the interstate system, it 
could be 12 billion behind at the 
.scheduled 1972 deadline. 


The enforced stretch-out might 


delay completion to from 1976 lo 
1981, nearly a generation off. By 
then, with traffic soaring as pop- 
ulation booms, we might need 
a whole new federal system of 
10-lane highways.
